‘The five sald Mr. Bhutto, who 
was then Prime Minister, order- 
@d the killing of Mr. Ahmed be- 
cause he had made speeches 
blaming Mr. Bhutto for the seces- 
sion of East Pakistan, now Ban- 
gladesh, in the 1071 Indian-Pak- 
istanl war, according to the inves- 
tigators. 

The suspects said the killing 
was ordered through Ghulam 
Mustafa Kher, Punjab governor 
at the time, according to the 
investigators, It was not known 
whether Mr, Bhutto would soon 
be formally charged in that death. 


Death of Father 

The former prime minister is 
being held in the central Pak- 
istani city of Lahore, 180 miles 
south of this capital, facing a 
murder charge in the 1974 killing 
of a political opponent's father. 

Police officials allegedly in- 
volved in that slaying reportedly 
have said Mr. Bhutto ordered the 
killing of Ahmed Raza Kasuri, an 
opposition member of Parliament 
but that Mr, Kasuri escaped and 
his father was killed instead. 

Mr. Bhutto was ousted from 
Office in a military coup July 5 
after 5 1/2 years in power, Pollti- 
eal opponents have also accused 
him of misappropriation of funds 
and other corruption and abuses 
of power.

U.S. Weighs Fate of 101 Haitian Refugees

GUANTANAMO BAY. Cuba, 
Sept. 5 (N¥T).—For the last three 
weeks the US. government has ~ 
been confronted with the problem 
of what to do with 101 destitute 
Haitians who arrived at this Navy 
base in a leaky sailboat seeking 
a better life, 

To grant them political asylum, 
a State Department represenia- 
tive here said, poses a problem of 
relations between the United 
States and the Hattian govern- 
ment and to admit them as ref- 
ngees from deteriorating economic 
conditions might encourage more 
to flee, 

Heidi Hanson, a representative 
of the State Department's newly 
established Bureau of Human 
Rights and Humanitarian Af- 
fairs, said that the department 
had received assurances from the 
government of President Jean- 
Claude Duvalier that Haiti would 
take back the refugees without 
questions or reprisals. But one 
of the Haitians said that he and 
his companions would “never, 
never" return to Haiti “until the 
President falls and all those 
around him.” 

As for the U.S, decision, Miss 
Hanson said, “We are awaiting 
word from Washington.” “ 

Some of the Haitians said that 
they are political refugees escap- 
ing from President Duvaller's au- 
thoritarian rule. But the State 


Department has conchided that 
most of the Haitians, who are 
peasanis, risked the long voyage 
becauze of desperate economic 
conditions, worsened in recent 
months by drought. 


At the moment, the Haitians, 
among them 39 women and 3 
children, are the responsibility 
of the U.S. Navy, which rescued 
them when their sinking boat ap- 
peared in the mouth of this vast 
harbor on the southeastern 
coast of Cuba on Aug. 10 after 
four days at sea,

Old Thai Border Map May Figure in Clash

BANGKOK, Sept. 5 (NzT).— 
An obseure 1908 map of the Thal- 
Cambodian border may hold a 
key to the increasingly violent 
clashes between troops of the two 
countries in the volatile frontier 
region.

“Be said he was praying for 
us... he also extended his warm 
greetings to the people of Hun- 
gary," the evangelist said. 


Official Welcome 


.The meeting, which was car- 
tled by radio to three other Bap- 
tist churches in Budapest, was 
the official welcoming ceremony 
for Mr. Graham and his second 
appearance during the day. 

In the morning, he preached 
to an open-air audience of nearly 
10,000 persons at a youth camp 
located just outside Budapest. 

‘The evening session, which last- 
ed nearly three hours, was pre- 
sided over by the hierarchy of all 
Hungarian Protestant churches. 

Although he usually avoids 
political questions in his evange- 
listic travels, Mr. Graham ad~- 
mitted that his attitude toward 


. preaching in a Communist coun- 


try had changed recently. Mr.
